INDIANS PROSPER IN 
BRITISH DOMINIONS 


BOMBAY, Jan. 27.—The Hon. 
S. 
i Sastri. w ho has just returned here 


j from his world tour of the British 
i dominions, has expressed an optimis­ 
tic view’ concerning the future status 


J of Indian immigrants in parts of the 
j British Empire outside of India. Mr. 
Sastri was sent last spring by 
the ■ 
! government of India to study polit!-1 
cal and economic conditions in the 
British dominions, with 
a view 
to' 


improving the status of Indian resi­ 
dents in these countries. He is now 
preparing an elaborate report to be 
presented to the government. 
While not entirely satisfied with 
the results of his mission. Mr Sastri 
believes the status of Indians In the 
dominions will shortly be greatly im­ 
proved 
He found a very 
genuine 
.sympathy in the dominions he had 
visited, which he expects ultimately 
to take definite and practical shape. 
"Omitting the question of the fran­ 
chise." Mr. Sastri says, "our country 


men are not suffering from any great 
hardships, and, from a material point 
of view, they are doing very well in­ 
deed/’

railroad Ills in the United States. 
"More or less slack periods as well 
aa those of traffic congestion make 
up rail transportation problems, ac­ 
cording to press reports,’* said 
Mr. 
Babcock. 
“In m y opinion, adoption 
by railroad mangers of th,e business 
stimulants and methods employed by 
the successful merchants 
of today 
will go far toward solving the prob­ 
lems. 
Many commodities 
can 
be 
moved as well in one month as an­ 
other and inducements in the form 
of freight rate reductions In the so­ 
called dull months, I believe, would 
equalize the now 
seasonal 
move­ 
ment. 
The same would 
apply 
to 
passenger travel, although In a less­ 
er degree perhaps. Bargain days on I 
our railroads could be made to work 
for the mutual advantage of carriers 
and shippers.** 
Traffic experts of long experience 
said that proposed legislation

pending in congress 
provides

seasonal rate reductions to promote 
the 
shipping 
of 
coal 
in

months, but credited 
Commissioner

ESKIMOS ARE A 
VERY HAPPY PEOPLE 


BUFFALO, 
Jan. 
27.—Certain 
tribes of Eskimos do not eat blubber : 
and live in ice igloos, nor are they 
short and squat, according to Dr. 
Frank H. Spence, neaa of the mis­ 
sionary hospital at Point Barrow. Dr. 
and Mrs. Spence are now here on a 
visit from Point Barrow, where they 
opened the farthest north institution 
of its kind. 
“The pictures in the school books 
are wTong,” Dr. Spence says. 
The 
Eskimos of Point Barrow are as 
large as the ave: age American. They 
do not eat blubber, but burn it for 
fuel. 
Neither do they live in houses 
made of ice lf they can help it. 
At 
Point Barrow their shacks are of 
three 
thicknesses 
of wrood, with 
much building paper in between. 
“They are the happiest people im­ 
aginable; they laugh 
much 
more 
than the tvhite man. 
They are very 
polite and show many characteristics 
of the oriental. 
Because of their 
crowded 
living 
quarters 
many of 
them contract tuberculosis, but we 
are combatting this. 
“I have heard from white men the 
story of Eskimos killing the aged and 
helpless, but never from a native.

many days a fleet of planes scoured 
the region, flying as low and as far 
as was compatible with safety, hut 
no trace of the lost officers was dis­ 
covered. The report that their charr­ 
ed bodies w*ore seen lying in a gorge 
near the Papago Indian reservation, 
near the border line, was found in­ 
correct by troops of cavalry that aid­ 
ed in the search. 
The single hope now held by the 
officers* comrades Is that some day 
they may find the remains to afford 
them proper burial. 
The loss of the two officers and 
the long search for them recalled to 
navy aviators the loss in March, 1021 
of five men from the Pensacola air

At one time one of the fleet of rescue 
planes ca rn e as close as sixty miles 
i to where the plane had landed. 
On another occasion. Lieutenants 
Davis and Peterson were lost In the 
desert along the Rio Grande, and al­ 
though they declared they had not 
been in Mexico territory, they were 
c a p tu red by Mexican bandits almost 
In sight of aid, and hold for ransom 
for some days. 
They were forced to 
undergo many privations and were 
about to he killed when the ransom 
was paid.

Towers ard his 
crewr worked for 53 hours to keep 
the plane above water, while the sea 
was being scoured by rescue ships. 
Drifting and taxing over the surface, 
the crew* was finally able to make 
the Azores, and how' they accomp­ 
lished this feat in the teeth of a rag­ 
ing gale is one of the epics of naval 
aviation. 
The disappearance of a navy bal­ 
loon from Rockaway Station. Long 
Island, with a crew of three officers, 
Lieutenants Hinton, Kloor and Far­ 


rell, who finally landed in a blizzard 
far north in Canada, near Hudson 
Bay, In the winter of two years ago, 
was among the mo*t spectacular ad­
